Report. of Committee on Church Extension 


Your committee on Church Extension beg leave to submit 
the following report: 


We note with great thankfulness the material improve- 
ments, renovations, reduction of debts and progress along all 
lines, in the Missions and Parishes of the Diocese. 


The grand results attained by the efficient work of our 
Bishop Coadjutor and the General Missionary, equipped with 
the financial aid given under the apportionment plan, as_ seen 
in the opening of many Mission stations, move your committee 
to recommend to the Council the re-adoption of the Apportion- 
ment Plan for Diocesan “Missions for the ensuing year. We 
therefore recommend that this Council vote $4,500 to be devoted 
to this fund, and to be levied under the Apportionment Plan, 
based on the average current Parochial or Mission Expenditures 
of the past year. 


The wisdom of the appointment of the Rev. W. H. Moor, 
as General Missionary, is indicated by the noticeable increase in 
the Missionary results of the Diocese and the opening of new 
stations. 


The steady and most encouraging growth in such stations 
throughout the Diocese as come under the ministrations of our 
most efficient General. Missionary, moves your committee to ex- 
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press the deep appreciation of the faithful, painstaking and self 
denying efforts of himself and the Bishop Coadjutor. 


In view of the generous financial support offered by Auburn, 
Fairbury and Tecumseh, relieving the Board of Missions of the 
expense incident to the maintenance of the General Missionary, 
we recommend the appointment by the Bishop Coadjutor, of a 
District Missionary for work in the district north of the Platte 
river and elsewhere as the Bishop Coadjutor may elect, at a 
salary of not more than $1,000 per year, to be paid out of the 
Diocesan Mission Fund. 


This committee reiterates the importance of the observance 
of Canons regulating offerings, which, according to reports of 
the Diocesan treasurers, continue to be largely disregarded. 
We believe this Council should impress upon the Priests in charge 
of Parishes and Missions their obligations under Canons XXVI 
and XXVII. We have absolutely no right to humiliate our 
Bishop by requiring him to negotiate personal loans to make up 
for our shortcomings. 


We recommend the granting of a sum not exceeding $100 
for the support of The Croizer. 


We commend the Forward Movement of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary to the Priests of the Diocese, and trust that by the Octo- 
ber meeting of the Sixth Missionary Department every Parish 
and Mission will have an organized branch of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary and Junior Auxiliary. 


We congratulate the Nebraska Church Club and the Young 
Churchman’s Club in their work in promoting Church influence 
and interest among the men and boys of the city and Diocese. 


It is a great joy to note the revival of the work of the 
Brotherhood of §. Andrew in this Diocese. Six active chapters — 
now exist in Omaha and vicinity and a local assembly has-just 
been organized. Efforts should be made to extend this agency 
throughout the Diocese and we recommend to the Clergy and 
Laity the formation of Senior and Junior chapters where they 
do not yet exist. 


The work along lines similar to the Brotherhood, but for 
women, in the Daughters of the King also deserves our earnest 
consideration. 
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The January Conference of the Sixth Missionary De- 
partment gave birth to the Laymen’s Forward Movement along 
Missionary lines. At the solicitation of that organized body 
this committee recommended to the Council that the Bishop Co- 
adjutor Bishop be authorized to appoint a Diocesan Commission 
of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Board to forward and 
encourage the movement in this Diocese. The commission to 
be composed of five laymen and two clergymen. 


We desire tocall the attention of the Council to the 
committee appointed by the Bishop Coadjutor for the Men’s 
Missionary Thank offering of 1907 and to urge upon the Clergy 
and Laity to co-operate with and assist in every way possible this 
committee. | 


Finally we feel that the Third Annual Conference of 
the Sixth Missionary Department to be held at Denver in Octo- 
ber 1905, deserves more than passing notice, and your committee 
would particularly urge the Laymen to attend this great gather- 
ing even if not elected as delegates. The strength of these Con- 
ferences does not lie in legislation but in the inspiration of the 
meetings themselves. 


Members of this committee ask the courtesy of the Council 
for making brief explanations on points mentioned in the report. 


We make the following resolutions and beg their adoption 
by this house: 


Ist. Resolved, That we re-adopt the Apportionment Plan 
for Diocesan Missions, and that the Cathedral Chapter, as the 
Board of Missions, be and is hereby authorized to assess each 
Parish and Mission in this Diocese for a sum which shall serve 
as a minimum basis of their contribution toward Diocesan Mis- 
sions, the same to take effect for the present year, the amount 
to be levied to be determined by the Council. 


2nd. Resolved, That the sum of $4,500 is required for Dio- 
cesan Missions for the ensuing year, and that the apportionment 
be based upon that sum, each Parish and Mission to be credited . 
with all offerings made to that fund by Sunday School or any 
Guild or Society connected with such Parish and Mission. 


3rd. Resolved, That this Council vote $100 toward the sup- 
port of The Crozier. 
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4th. Resolved, That the Bishop Coadjutor be and hereby is 
empowered and requested to appoint a District Missionary at a 
salary, not to exceed $1,000 per annum, to work in the field north 
of the Platte river, and elsewhere as the Bishop Coadjutor may 
elect. iets 


5th. Resolved, That this Council request and autkorize the 
Bishop Coadjutor to appoint a Diocesan Commission Auxiliary of 
the Domestic and Foreign Board, the Commission to consist of 
five Laymen and two Clergymen. 


6th. Resolved, That the effort to enlist the interest of the 
men of the Church in the work of Church extension at home and 
abroad, as. embodied in the Missionary Thank-Offering plan, re- 
ceive the endorsement and the hearty approval of this Council. 


7th. Resolved, That the Clergymen and Laymen of the Di- 
ocese be urged to co-operate with the committee appointed by 
the Bishop in accordance with the provisions of the plan, and to 
do all in their power to insure the presentation, at Richmond in 
1907, of a Thank-Offering worthy of the Diocese of Nebraska.

Whereas, in the good providence of God, His most devoted 
servant, Miss Lillis Crummer, has been compelled by most dis- 
tressing illness to leave, for a time, her most useful Missionary 
work in China, and at this time lies ill in a hospital in this city, 
therefore be it 


Resolved, That the Bishop, Clergy and Laity of the Diocese, 
of Nebracka, in Council assembled, hereby give expression to 
their warmest sympathy with her in her double affliction, namely 
her severe illness and the still greater affliction of her separation 
from the Mission work she loves so well, and has so faithfully 
labored to accomplish among the women of China. 


Resolved, That a committee of two, one Clergyman and one 
Layman be appointed by the Bishop Coadjutor to convey to Miss 
Crummer our warm appreciation of her faithful work in China, 
as well as of our sympathy with her, because of her temporary 
separation from it, through the illness which compelled her to 
return to Omaha, until she is restored to her wonted health. 


The Rev. Canon Marsh read the following state- 
ment regarding the Communicant list of Decatur: 


Rt. Rev. and Dear Sir: 


In making out the annual report for the Church of the Incar- 
nation, Decatur, I found on the record some six or eight names 
of those who have not for some years received the Holy Com- 
munion; some even who have never received the Holy Commun- 
ion since their Confirmation. These I have, of course, included 
as resident communicants, and I simply place this matter on 
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record in order that having as promptly as possible duly sus- 
pended the same I may have a right next year to ask for a pro- 
portionate reduction of assessments.

Nebraska Church Club 


At the Council meeting last year the following motion was 
passed : 


Resolved, That the Council take into consideration the im- 
mediate formation of a Church Club, this club to be composed of 
any and all clergy and laity of the Diocese of Nebraska. That 
a committee of five be appointed by the Bishop-Coadjutor to 
meet and make arrangements for the immediate organization of 
the club. 


In accordance with this resolution on Nov. 12, 1904, Messrs. 
Cunningham, Chase, Ringwalt and Bell met with Mr. Yates in 
his office and adopted a resolution:

Since this meeting the Nebraska Church Club has had ten 
social meetings and held three business meetings. They have 
given two banquets, entertaining the Missionary Conference in 
one and the Council delegates in the other. 


The Club provided for Lent this year three lectures, which 
were delivered in Omaha, Council Bluffs and Lincoln. 


The Club now numbers 80 and is looking forward to 100 
members in the following year. Next year the Club intends to 
hold two banquets and are going to provide for a course of lec- 
tures during Lent.

To the Rt. Rev. the Bishop and the Council of the 
Diocese of Nebraska: 


The Secretary-Registrar begs leave to report that 
during the conciliar year just closed the work of his 
office has been regularly performed. 


The Journal of the 37th Annual Council was com- 
piled and printed; copies of the same were duly sent to 
the members of the Council, the Clergy and officers of 
the various Parishes and Missions in the Diocese, and 
to the Bishops and Diocesan Secretaries throughout the 
United States. 


There are enrolled upon the records of the Diocese 
two (2) Bishops, thirty-one (81) Priests, two (2) Deacons, 
a total of thirty-five (85) clergy enrolled.

The Registrar furthur reports that a lot in east Lin- 
coln presented: to the Cathedral Chapter by Bishop 
Worthington to be used for Church purposes, has been 
properly recorded in the County Clerks’ office in Lincoln 
and entered in the Property Book of the Diocese. 


Also that the title to the property of St. John’s 
Church Omaha, formerly held in trust by Bishop Worth 
ington has been duly deeded to the Cathedral Chapter in 
trust for the parish. 


The Tri-annual Report required by the General 
Canons was compiled and forwarded to the Secretary of 
the General Convention.

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B—Report. of the Cathedral Chapter. 


The Chapter met seven times during the past year, 
there being four regular and three special meetings. 


The assessment of $4,000 authorized by the last council 
for Diocesan Missions was levied and the amounts 
printed in the Journal. The chapter also reapportioned 
the amount of the General Mission Apportionment 
among the congregations of the Diocese. The delin- 
quent taxes under the Scavenger Act against the old 
Episcopal residence, 1718 Dodge street, were carefully 
investigated by Mr. C. S. Montgomery, and through 
his efforts were greatly reduced. 


The old Church building at Peru was sold, but sale 
was refused of the church’s property in Calhoun, Wil- 
bur, and East Lincoln. Permission was granted to S, 
Thomas, Falls City to borrow $900, on mortgage for the 
purpose of completing their Rectory. The treasurer 
was authorized to make a loan of $6,000, from the 
Clarissa Cook fund to Holy Trinity Church, Lincoln 
for five years at six per cent. The Cathedral Chapter 
before continuing its report as the Board of Missions, 
would call the attention of the members of Council to 
the address of Bishop Williams and the report of the 
General Missionary, which you have already heard. 


Not desiring, therefore, to duplicate that which has 
already been made known to you, the Chapter desires to 
present to the Council the financial side of the Mis- 
sionary work of the Diocese. 


For a number of years the money used for carrying 
on the work in the Mission field was raised by volun- 
tary pledges of the Parishes and Missions throughout 
the Diocese made at each Council; although a goodly 
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sum was secured annually in this way, yet it was found 
by years of experience that these voluntary pedges 
were never sufficient to meet the demands of the Bish- 
op and Mission Board in the way of expansion into new 
fields. During these years it was noticeable that many 
Parishes and Missions. continued to pledge the same 
amount from year to year although their annual report 
showed an increase in the number of communicants and 
in the amount raised for Parochial expenses. 


At the Council of 1903 the Bishop Coadjutor made 
request for the sum of $4,000 to carry on the work for 
the following year; but when the pledges were taken it 
was found that the total, including those of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary and other personal pledges did not reach 
the amount requested by $700. Later in the day the 
Committee on Church Extension made their report and 
suggested that the $4,000 be assessed upon the Parishes 
and Missions, the basis of assessment to be the current 
expenses of each congregation during the previous year. 


Last year the same plan was adopted and it is 
worthy of notice that these past two years have been 
by far the most successful in the matter of raising 
money for the extension work of the Diocese. The 
largest amount raised in any one year by the pledge 
system from 1896 to 1903 was $3,635.00 pledged in 
1902, and the average for these eight years was only 
$2,936.00. While the amount raised under the assess- 
ment plan for the past two years has been $4,209.63 » 
and $3,957.00, respectively. This is surely a very 
encouraging condition of affairs and ought to convert 
those who have looked unfavorably upon the plan. 


A careful study of the amount of pledges of 
former years and of the assessments of the past two 
years will clearly show that the burden has been more 
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equally distributed. Of course it may be shown that 
the burden has fallen rather heavily on afew and some- 
what lightly on others, but taken asa whole, there have 
been exceedingly few complaints. And in those 
Parishes and Missions where the raising of the assess- 
ment has been carefully planned early in the year and 
payments made with regularity there has been no 
‘ apparent difficulty in raising the whole amount. 


The Parishes of Holy Trinity, Lincoln; S. Andrew, 
Omaha; S. Stephens, Ashland; S. Mary’s, Blair, and 
S. Mary’s, Nebraska City, present notable examples of 
how this can be done, and if time permits we would 
suggest that the delegates from these Parishes be 
asked to state briefly their plan and its success. 


Also the Chapter would urge upon the Clergy that 
they develop even more than is done at present, the or- 
ganization of the Woman’s Auxiliary, as it is easier to 
get the ladies to help in this matter than to try and 
raise the whole amount by the offerings of the people 
generally. 


The Sunday School advent offering is also a great 
help in raising the assessment, besides teaching child- 
ren self denial and their duty in extending the Church 
outside their own boundaries. 


But whatever plan is followed in securing the 
amount assessed upon each congregation the board 
must urge upon every Priest and Layman the great 
need of regularity in forwarding the same to the Dio- 
cesan treasurer. During the past year the account at 
the bank was overdrawn many times and finally by the 
direction of the Chapter the Bishop Coadjutor had to 
borrow $500 in order to meet the monthly stipends of 
the Missionaries. This loan has been made good by the 
amount paid in during the past month, but if every

congregation had paid one quarter of their assessment 
at the time appointed this loan would not have been 
necessary. 


But as was stated above, the Board of Missions 
recognizes, that owing to the variation of expenditures 
in many of the congregations and especially in the case 
of the Missions, the assessment is sometimes a little . 
unjust. Therefore the Chapter would suggest that the 
committee on Church Extension consider carefully be- 
fore presenting their resolutions for the coming year, 
the advisability of changing the basis of assessment 
from the amount spent on current expenses for the 
year just past to that of an average of the expenditures 
during the past three or five years. 

To turn your attention to another department of 
the work of the Cathedral Chapter, we would refer you 
to the report of the treasurer of the Chapter. Mr. 
Yates reports that the canonical offerings for the Epis- 
copal endowment fund have always been lamentably 
small, and during the past year only five congregations 
have forwarded anything towards this fund. Without 
discussing the importance of increasing the fund and 
the duty incumbent each congregation of taking an 
offering as ordered by the Canon, we beg to suggest 
that if another month was set for taking the offering it 
might receive amore hearty response. In the month 
of May the drain upon the people in securing the 
assessments before the assembling of the council may 
be accountable for the neglect in the matter of this 
offering. 


We shall require for the coming year sufficient 


funds to enable us to cover the following estimated 
appropriations:

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D—The Bishop’s Annual Address. 


My dear Brethren, the Clergy and the Laity of the Dio- 
cese of Nebraska: 


To assemble at the call of the Annual Council has 
possibly a deeper significance and importance than we 
ordinarily accord to it. It is an opportunity, the re- 
sponsibility of which we oft times fail to recognize and 
feel that we can excuse ourselves from its delibera- 
tions without loss either to the Diocese or to ourselves. 
If we place this occasion on the lowest ground and view 
it in its most inferior position as a social factor in our 
Diocesan life, it deserves recognition from Clergy and 
Laity alike. There is the privilege of communion and 
fellowship, of mutual sympathy and fraternal greeting 
accorded to us. This means much more than we rea- 
lize, and can be made aricher blessing as we feel our 
union with each other in the body of Christ, and our 
membership one with another, and seek to bear each 
other’s burden and so fulfill the law of Christ. But 
more, this assembly stands for the unit of the Church 


in this Diocese....It-blends the Parochial organizations ~. 


into one, and while it recognizes the members of the one 
body, and expects that each member in its relation to 
the whole should respond to the duties it is empowered 
to perform, it condemns by its very existence, with 
its Episcopal head, to which Priests and Deacons, 
Clergy and Laity are alike subordinate; any such con- 
ception of the Church as a congregational system. 


Parochialism is at least for the time in an eclipse, 
and the selfishness which is its life is ashamed to show 
its face. The place where the Council is convened, im- 
presses still more the idea of unity in the body. It is 
the cathedral. It is here that the Bishop’s seat is 
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placed, the center of Diocesan life, the Church in 
which the Clergy and Laity of this jurisdiction have 
an interest, and should have a care. 


It is true, that with its Parochial adenda it does 
not realize our conception of a cathedral, or carry out 
in its every detail the life and service of the system in 
which the Bishop, and those appointed by him have 
absolute authority and control. But we look forward to 
atime when this place may be, in all its dignity and 
in the fulness of its Episcopal prerogative, a cathedral 
in more than name. Cathedrals seems to be recogniz- 
ed today as an expression of the religious life of our 
country. There is scarcely a Diocese without one, or 
where there is not one in anticipation. And even 
beyond the Church, the idea which the Cathedral is 
supposed to embody is germinating. The buildings 
erected for the glory of God today, give suggestions 
which the places of worship of one hundred years ago 
in America did not convey. Barring the first two cen- 
turies of our nation’s life, religion has gradually given 
place to the acquisition of knowledge. Intellectual de- 
velopment has been at a premium. It is possible 
that the munificent benefactions for the erections of 
Cathedrals, or temples where God is to be worshipped, 
may mean that there is to be a reaction in favor of re- 
ligion. Heine once said, as he looked on one of the 
Cathedrals of the middle ages: ‘‘Men in those days 
had convictions, now they have only opinions.’’ He 
declared it impossible to erect such structures in 
modern times. An ordinary Church may give expres- 
sion to religious devotion, and the erection of a building 
of surpassing magnificence may be a tribute to art and 
religion. But a Cathedral stands for definite prin- 
ciples, for. convictions, not mere opinions; whether 
simple or ornate in its architecture and adornment it is 
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the outward, visible sign of the divine polity that ‘is to 
administer’ God’s kingdom in the world. Let this 
building, even: in its imperfect equipment teach its 
lesson. | Sit | 

The legislation of the Council at any time is its least 
important feature. It might be well if it should never 
absorb attention, and that the Canons should be fully 
tested before they are amended. While we are ready 
to frame Canons and prepared to electrify the Council 
in our individual effort to carry them into force, it is 
quite another matter to secure loyal obedience to them; 
and it is only in submitting ourselves to their direction, 
that wecan know whether they serve their purpose, 
and facilitate or hinder the object for which they were 
framed. It goes without saying, that a Canon not at- 
taching a penalty for its violation has little value. It 
is true that from many embarrassing features, enforc- 
ing discipline in the Church, whether on Clergy or 
Laity, is rarely exercised; yet possibly it was never 
more necessary than now inorder to preserve ‘‘the 
faith which once was for all delivered to the saints,’’ 
or to maintain a high standard of Christian character. 


By the prevalence of divorce, the Church has been 
aroused to a sense of its duty to impress upon her mem- 
bers the sanctity of marriage; and has sought by most 
vigorous legislation to stem the tide of the alarming 
evil sweeping over the land. Mr. Roosevelt, addressing 
a congress of mothers said: ‘“‘The census of American 
divorce is appaling. Easy divorce is a bane to any 
nation. It is acurse to society and a menace to the 
home and an incitement to married unhappiness and 
immorality, an evil thing for men, and a still more 
hideous evil for women.’’ ButI am not sure that in 
our actual contact with this evil, as members of the 
Church, we are so strictly observing the existing 
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Canon, unsatisfactory as it is to me, that we are teach- 
ing people, and enforcing reverence for the divine ordi- 
nance of marriage. Canons may be a schoolmaster to 
teach us a better and more excellent way, if they are in- 
terpreted and enforced. But superior to our duty in re- 
gard to ecclesiastical legislation, is an effort such as 
might be emphasized at this Council, that at least would 
indicate the mind of the Church in reference to the ex- 
cessive worldliness and indifference to religion and the 
spiritual life, that is everywhere noticeable. We are 
“in the midst of ‘many and great dangers.”’ - The grow- 
ing disregard of the Lord’s day and the publie worship 
of Almighty God must cause anxious thought. 


We find men and women who are conspicuous soci- 
ally, paying not even the slightest regard to the divine 
command “‘hallow my sabbaths.’’ Statistics tell us 
that not less than fifty million, of our ninety millions 
of people never enter a place of worship, and never con- 
tribute one dime for the support of religion. Even 
Christians, at least those nominally so, steal a portion of 
the Lord’s day for themselves, and spend it in so called 
recreations. The old traditions as regards the observ- 
ance of one seventh of the week as belonging to Him 
who gives uS all time are forgotten. | 


Let us remember that the future character of our 
Christian civilization and the moral tone of our citi- 
zens, depends very largely on the future of Sunday. 


Canon Henson of Westminster declares that it is 
now useless to attempt to build the practice of Sunday 
Church going on the decalogue, or on the tradition of 
an ancestral habit, for both of these motives are 
perishing. The principle of keeping holy the Lord’s 
Day must in the future be personal. Men and 
women who own Jesus Christ as the Lord, will find 
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that it appeals to them as His disciples with irresist- 
able force. If we seem powerless to prevent the dese- 
cration of the Lord’s day, when certain of our so called 
best society, who by their Sunday entertainments and 
golf playing, ignore any obligation they owe, not alone 
to the God ‘‘in whom they live and move and have their 
being,’’ but to the community where they dwell. We 
can do something by words and our example. If this 
Council would speak in its corporate capacity and en- 
deavor to guard this divine institution, it would be of 
more value than the routine of business such as often 
employs its time. 


The decadence of household _ religion, in 
the neglect of family prayer, a failure to recognize 
God’s goodness as we partake of His bounty at our 
table; these, and other painful indications of worldli- 
ness and indifference in the religion of the home, lead 
up to that, which is the occasion of much anxiety, 
- namely the small number of candidates for holy orders. 
It is seldom a young man, whose early advantages of 
education and training give assurance of usefulness in 
the world offers himself for the sacred ministry. The 
atmosphere in which we live is too densely worldly to 
allow one so placed, to see the exalted profession and 
personal consecration in its true light, as opening an 
avenue to its two fold benediction for like charity the 
labors of the Priest of God ‘‘blesses him who gives and 
him who takes.”’ 


Of our own Diocesan needs, in its  educa- 
tional and philanthropic work, such as Brownell 
Hall and Clarkson Memorial Hospital, as well asa 
more systematic conscientious giving to Church exten- 
sion, there is no necessity that I add more than to say, 
that each of these should have at this time as they 
deserve earnest consideration and wise action. Our 
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duty in regard to them asa Council cannot be too 
strongly emphasized. But it is my desire to impress 
the members of the Council and the Church in our Dio- 
cese with its duty to the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of the Church. It seems to me as a com- 
parison is made between our offerings for the great 
work of enlarging the kingdom of Jesus Christ, that we 
are much too far in the rear. We have allowed other, 
and indeed missionary jurisdictions, with less resources 
than ourselves to go beoynd us in a manifestation of 
zeal and love for the’ Lord who hath bought us with 
His blood. Is it not possible, in view of all that has 
been done for Nebraska, by the Board of Missions, 
from the early days until now, for us to make a special 
effort to meet the apportionment that is expected from 
us. To appeal to Diocesan pride or to excite a spirit 
of emulation is in every sense unworthy; but surely we 
all feel that our position and our ability are not influ- 
ential or fully exercised. The obligation is imperative 
and as Christians we must do better in this direction, 
and delight to take our full share of the pecuniary 
burden in sustaining the work, which as we seek to ad- 
vance it by our prayers, labors and gifts, is an indica- 
tion of‘our membership with Christ. For those who 
are not interested in Missions are not entitled to the 
name of one who was the first great missionary and 
who sent by the Father, came to seek and to save the 
lost. 


The Missionary Thank Offering to be presented at 
the General Convention in Richmond in 1907 by the 
men of the Church, in gratitude for three hundred 
years of English Christianity should have from the 
Diocese a generous and worthy response. The central 
committee urged the appointment of a District com- 
mittee. It would be wise that this should be done 
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before this Council adjourns; but is is important that 
this committee be very wisely selected from men who 
are conscientious in the discharge of duty, and who 
will persistently work out the plan so wisely proposed. 
The committee should be at once organized’and the 
object constantly kept in view. If our Council could. 
devote prayer and reverent attention to these funda- 
mental matters of faith and practice, and to the 
practical duties of our holy religion, and the spiritual 
needs of the hour, allowing every thing else to be 
subordinate, then we should feel assured that the 
divine benediction would rest upon the Diocese and 
that the Council would not have been ‘‘words words’’ 
but a blessing to ourselves, to the world and to the 
Church of God. 


My dear Brethren, your loyalty and devotion to my 
faithful coadjutor, who deserves all and possibly more 
than he receives, is not forgotten by me. Under his 
leadership you are working together for God and His 
Church. It is with sincere gratitude that I desire to 
express my appreciation of your labors of love and self 
sacrifice. Feel assured that you have the prayers and af- 
fection of your Bishop and while absent in the body, is 
present in spirit, and day by day seeks the richest 
gifts of heaven for the Diocese committed to his care.

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E — The Bishop Coadjutor’s Annual Address. 


In the name of the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost, Amen. 


My Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

In the Providence of Gol we meet again in An- 
nual Council, the thirty-eighth since organization of 
the Diocese, and the twenty-first since the consecration 
of our honored Diocesan, whose affection and cordial 
co-operation I have received in most generous and 
abundant measure from the day when I became his 
Coadjutor and fellow-worker in the Episcopate. 


Following an ancient and appropriate custom, I de- 
sire to place upon record the names of those servants 
of the Lord, who, since our last Council, have passed 
from the scenes of their earthly labors to the rest and 
refreshment of the Life Eternal. The Rt. Rev. Fred- 
erick Dan Huntington, D. D., Bishop of Central New 
York, died at Hadley, Mass., July 11th, 1904, at the age 
of 85 years. The same room in which the Bishop was 
born was that also in which he died. Beginning his 
life as a Unitarian minister, his studies in the field of 
religion led him to investigate and to accept the im- 
pregnable position of the Church as the Body of Christ 
and the ark of salvation for sinners. A man of pre- 
eminent intellectual and spiritual gifts and a poet of no 
mean ability, he excelled asa preacher of righteous- 
ness, and as an incisive and vigorous writer on all sub- 
jects pertaining to applied Christianity. He had the 
temperament and courage of the old Hebrew prophets, 
and never hesitated to attack and expose those evils 
which are corrupting society and the body politic. 


The Rt. Rev. Alfred A. Watson, D. D., first 
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Bishop of East Carolina, was born in 1818, and died 
on Good Friday, 1905, at the ripe ‘age of 87 years. To 
this faithful servant the Lord of Life, on the anniver- 
sary of His own Crucifixion said: ‘‘Today shalt thou 
be with Me in Paradise.’’ For sixty-one years he 
served the Church inthe sacred ministry, and was 
baptized, confirmed, ordered Deacon, advanced to the 
Priesthood, and consecrated a Bishop within the terri- 
torial limits of that Diocese, over which for twenty- 
one years he has presided. 


The Rt. Rev. William Edward McLaren, D. D., 
D. C. L., Bishop of Chicago, entered into rest in New 
York City on the 19th of February, 1905, in the seven- 
ty-fifth year of his age. Our own Bishop, who pre- 
sented him for Confirmation, for Ordination to the 
Diaconate and Priesthood, and who was one of the 
attending Presbyters at his consecration to the Epis- 
copate, was at his bedside, and said the commendatory 
prayers when the end came. How lovingly my 
thoughts go back to those years in Chicago when, as 
a student in the Western Theological Seminary, and 
later as a Priest of his great Diocese, I felt the inspira- 
tion and stimulus of his personality, and the benefit of. 
his great learning in the field of dogmatic and moral 
theology. Truly he was a master in all that pertained 
to a knowledge of God and of the human mind. Being 
aman of great force of character, with little of fear in 
his composition, and firm in maintaining principles of 
action that he deemed right, he was as humble asa 
little child in his personal relation to Almighty God. 
To those who came to know, as I did, the inner and 
spiritual side of his nature, there was at times revealed 
in him a grandeur and sweetness of soul that was not - 
of the earth earthy, but of the heavens heavenly. His 
prayer for Eventide, composed in 1901, after a quarter 
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of a century of strenuous labor in building up the great 
Diocese of Chicago, and just at the time when he began 
to realize the fatal nature of his disease, beautifully ex- 
presses the thoughts and aspirations of his soul: 


“Speed me, O Lord, on the journey of life, and 
what time the stillness of evening begins to settle on 
my way and the sunset’s glories tell of a more glorious 
day to come, may I lie down to sleep in Thee, and sleep- 
ing peacefully, awake in the light of the morning that 
shall have no end. Amen.’’ 


The Rev. George E. Lounsbury, a non-Parochial 
Deacon of this Diocese, died at his home in Ridgefield, 
Conn., August 16th, 1904, Bishop Worthington officiat- 
ing at his burial. He was the Governor of Connecticut 
in 1899 and 1900, and for many years was one of the 
most distinguished men in that state. Graduating 
from Berkeley Divinity School in 1868, he was ordered 
‘Deacon, but a serious affection of the throat warning 
him that his work in the Sacred Ministry might be im- 
paired, he abandoned his intention of entering the 
Priesthood, and returned to secular life. For many 
years he was on our Clergy list, and his interest in the 
Diocese, particularly our Mission work, was always 
keen and active. He gave generously to our Mission 
fund, and we shall miss his kindly letters and yearly 
offering for Church extension. 


The names of a number of our Laity who have 
passed to their eternal reward during the year might 
be given, but I shall mention only these: 

Mrs. Susan Frost, Good Shepherd, Omaha; Ernest 
A. Wiggenhorn, Sr., 8. Stephen’s, Ashland; Mrs. Julia 
Whaland, 8. Mark’s, Florence; Mrs. S. W. Hays, Trin- 
ity, Norfolk; J. S. Stull, S. Mary’s, Blair, and William 
Thomas Lock, Christ, Central City. These all loved and 
reverenced God, and their memories will be cherished by 
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all who knew them, as an inspiration and incitement to 
all that is best and highest in human life. These all 
having died in the Faith, now await in peace the glori- 
ous Resurrection morning, and the Attainment of the 
Beatific Vision. 


It is proper for me to report to this Council that 
I hold in my hands as custodian, funds belonging to the 
following Missions: 


Holy Cross, Tekamah, for a new Church........ $255.00 
Trinity Church, York for a new Rectory........ 520.50 
The Ascension, Auburn, for a new Rectory..... 171.50 
PALS ROMIOLS cee es te, len, Ae 75.00 
pale of s. Augustine’s; Omaha... .. 2... ce0. os ce 114.00 


All of these funds, save the $114.00 from the sale 
of S. Augustine’s, are in banks, and drawing the usual 
interest paid for time deposits. Bishop Worthington 
has most generously deeded to the Cathedral Chapter 
for Church purposes a fine lot in East Lincoln. As this 
section of the capital city is growing rapidly and isa 
long distance from Holy Trinity and S. Luke’s, it is 
only a question of time when a Mission must be estab- 
lished, and the lot used for the erection of another 
Church. 


For the first time in three years we have present 
with us, and sitting in this Council in his Canonical 
capacity, a Dean of the Cathedral Parish. We heartily 
welcome him to a share in our deliberations, and we 
feel assured that he will give us his earnest and loyal 
support. 


The annual report of Clarkson Hospital will be 
presented to the Council and-printed in the Journal. 
Both the Hospital and Brownell Hall are in a flourish- 
ing condition, each doing its work, quietly, successfully 
and well. 
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THE MISSIONARY THANK OFFERING. 


In 1907, when the next General Convention meets 
in Richmond, Va., three centuries will have elapsed 
since the first celebration of the Holy Eucharist in an 
English Colony in North America. At a meeting of © 
the Board of Missions in New York, Dec. 18, 1904, a 
resolution was unanimously adopted: 


“That a committee of three be appointed to formu- 
late and put into execution a plan to insure the presen- 
tation at Richmond in 1907 of a Missionary Offering by 
the men of the Church, asa thanksgiving for three 
hundred years of English Christianity.’’ 


That committee was duly appointed and has begun 
its work by requesting the Bishops of the Church to 
appoint Diocesan District Committees in order that the 
subject may be brought to the individual attention of 
every male communicant or occasional worshipper. 
I have already complied with the request, and have ap- 
pointed the Dean of the Cathedral as chairman, the 
-Rev. Messrs. Moor, Wise, Knickerbocker and Eason, 
and Messrs. Clement Chase, C. J. Ernst, T. L. Ring- 
walt, C. G. Cunningham and W. G. Ferguson, as mem- 
bers of the Diocesan committee. Nothing in my judge- 
ment has ever been undertaken so important for this 
department of the Church’s work as the plan proposed, 
since it will for the first time bring before the men 
as their own responsibility the work that has been 
entrusted to the Church. Iam in cordial sympathy 
with the proposed effort, for it is time that we men get 
rid of the impression that the Missionary work and re- 
sponsibility belongs to the women and children. 


THE NEBRASKA CHURCH CLUB. 


The Church Club has become an important and 
helpful factor in our modern Church life. Its mission 
~ is to break down the barriers of Parochialism, bring 


- 
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men together in a solidarity of Christian fellowship 
and make them feel the reality of brotherhood and 
oneness in the family of God. There was a time not so 
very long ago when Churchmen of different Parishes in 
our cities did not know each other, nor did that fact 
cause them much concern, for nothing had been done to 
draw them together. They did not know their Bishops 
or Clergy any better than they did each other. And 
that did not give them much concern. But with the 
advent of the Church Club, notably in such cities as New 
York, Chicago, Minneapolis. and St. Paul, conditions 
changed. Parochial barriers were broken down, men 
began to see their relation to each other, and also their 
relation to the Church’s Mission work. Their vision 
took on a wider outlook, their interest in the world 
wide work of the Church began to grow, and soon the 
Church felt the throb of a more vigorous life. And so 
to encourage religious and social fellowship and to de- 
velope a larger interest in all matters pertaining to the 
Layman’s duties and responsibilities in the Diocese, 
and the general Church, we have organized the Ne- 
braska Church Club. As some one has said: ‘‘The 
Church is the chief neglected opportunity of our time,”’ 
because her laymen have failed to realize that the effici- 
ency of the Church depends upon the unity and loyalty 
of their service. God grant that the Nebraska Church 
Club may be a blessed influence amongst the men of 
this Diocese. 


THE COMING CONFERENCE OF THE SIXTH 
MISSIONARY DEPARTMENT. - 


It is doubtless known to you all that at the meeting 
of the Conference in Omaha last January, that Denver 
was chosen as the place of the next meeting, which is 
to be held in October of this year. Who of us who 
were privileged to be present and to take part in the 
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Conference in our own See City, will soon forget the 
inspiration and uplift of that great meeting of Bishops, 
Clergy and Laity, gathered from all parts of the coun- 
try comprising the Sixth Department? ‘The congre- 
gations were large, the papers and addresses interest- 
ing, and every one felt that lasting impressions had 
been made upon all who attended.’’ And it gave mea 
little thrill of pride to hear the well-deserved compli- 
ments made by our guests on the perfect and sys- 
tematic way in which every detail of program and 
entertainment had been carried out by our local com- 
mittees. As one of the Bishops said: ‘The arrange- 
ments were admirable, and the visiting Clergy and 
Laity were impressed with the fact that the Church 
was throughly alive in Omaha, and that it was rela- 
tively strong in members and influence.”’ 


Due notice will be given of the date of the next 
Conference at Denver, in October, and we should try 
and select delegates who will be able to attend. While 
these Conferences have no legislative power, they are 
intended to take the place of the Missionary Council, — 
which was discontinued by the last General Convention, 
and to make them successful, they must have ¢ our en- 
dorsement and cordial support. 


SOME CHANGES IN CANON 38. 


I have no intention of stating in extenso the views 
I hold on the subject of Marriage and Divorce. I 
have strong and pronounced opinions upon the subject, 
based upon scriptural and theological grounds, upon my 
own experience asa Priest and asa Bishop, and be- 
cause of the alarming increase of divorce allowed by 
the free and easy law of the state, and which has become 
a serious threat to morality, decency, and social 
stability. 


ANE 
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At the last General Convention, I voted for the 
proposed Canon forbidding the remarriage in the 
Church of any person divorced by the state for any 
cause whatever. That Canon was passed by the House 
of Bishops by a large majority, but it was defeated in 
the House of Deputies by a technicality when the vote 
_ by orders was taken. The present Canon, however, 
was amended in sucha way that it practically shuts 
out the remarriage by the Church of the innocent party 
in a divorce suit for adultery. ; 


The first section of the Canon agrees with the law 
of this State, that no Priest may solemnize a marriage 
unless a license has been produced. The first part of 
section two forbids the Priest to solemnize a marriage 
unless five persons are present, meaning by that him- 
self, the two contracting parties, and two witnesses. 


In the second part of section 2, the Priest is direct- 
ed to personally record the name, age and residence of 
each party to the marriage. The Parish register is to 
be signed by him, by the contracting parties, and two 
witnesses to the marriage. 


~” Section 3 is mandatory, as are the foregoing 
sections. ‘‘No minister knowingly after due inquiry, 
shall solemnize the marriage of any person who has 
been or is the husband or the wife of any other 
person then living, from whom he or she has been 
divorced for any cause arising after marriage.’’ Now. 
comes the proviso, and I wish you to.note. the strictness 
of the definition,—‘‘that before the application for such 
remarriage, a period of not less than one year shall 
have elapsed after the granting of such divorce; and 
that satisfactory evidence touching the facts in the 
case, including a copy of the court decree, and record 
if practicable, with proof that the defendant was per- 
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sonally served or appeared in action, be laid before the 
ecclesiastical authority, and such ecclesiastical authority - 
having taken legal. advice thereon, shall have - declared 
in writing that in his judgment the case of the appli- 
cant conforms to the requirement of the Canon, and 
provided, further, that it shall be within the discretion 
of any minister to decline to solemnize any marriage.’’ 


Section 4 of the Canon- should also ‘be carefully 
noted and obeyed by the Clergy. It reads: 


“If any member of this Church shall have a reason- 
able cause to doubt whether a person desirous of being 
admitted to Holy Baptism or Confirmation, or to the 
Holy Communion, has been married otherwise than as 
the Word of God and discipline of the Church allow, 
such minister, before receiving such person to these 
ordinances shall refer the case to the Bishop for his 
godly judgement thereupon: Provided, however, That 
no minister shall in any case refuse these ordinances to 
a penitent person in imminent danger of death.”’ 


This Canon as defined and quoted by me is the law 
of the Church, my brethren of the Clergy. It is for us 
to obey. 


The duties of the Coadjutor Bishop, canonically 
assigned by the Bishop of the Diocese, are largely ad- 
ministrative in their nature; and have to do more par- 
ticularly with that most important branch of our Dio- 
cesan work, the Mission field. To meet the needs, the 
problems and the opportunities presented to me as the 
chief missionary of the Diocese, has been, and is today, © 
the predominating aim and purpose of my life. To 
that end I have subordinated every other duty and ser- 
vice connected with my holy office. To give occasional 
ministrations to our scattered communicants living far 
distant from Church privileges; to organize Missions and 
to build up the Church i in important and growing centers 
of population; to strengthen and encourage feeble Mis- 
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sions in their efforts to become self-supporting and, 
at the same time, more unselfish in their offerings for 
the work of the general Church; to secure and pay 
for land for the erection of a Church House and Hall 
adjoining the great State University, at Lincoln, that 
will become the home of our Postulants for Holy Orders, 
and a positive and definite religious influence in the 
lives of the students of that great educational institu- 
tion; to put into the Mission field of the Diocese a de- 
voted body of consecrated Priests, who stand firmly and 
lovingly, yet uncompromisingly, for the doctrine, dis- 
cipline and worship of our historic branch of the Catho- 
lic Church; these are alla part of the great plan and 
purpose to which I am endeavoring to devote such poor 
powers of body, mind and spirit as God has given 
me. To try to quicken our people one and all witha 
deeper sense of their own duty and responsibility as 
my fellow workers for Christ and His Church is also 
no small part of my duty and privilege as the Chief 
Missionary of the Diocese. Without your sympathy 
and prayers, without your co-operation, dear brethren 
of the Clergy and Laity, there could be no advance in 
our common work for God and His Church. It is only 
when abstract theories about prayer, service and giv- 
ing become living, concrete realities in individual, unit- 
ed and harmonious action on the part of Bishops, 
Clergy and Laity, that permanent results can be 
achieved for that Church which we should love dearer 
than life. And this individual, united and harmonious 
action must begin in the Parish before it can be seen 
or felt in Diocesan or general Church work. Once seen 
and recognized in the Parish, people begin to feel the 
thrill of a common life and purpose in the extension of 
the Church beyond the narrow Parochial boundaries 
which localize and, alas, too often restrict our prayers, 
our service and our giving. And Iam thankful to re- 
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cord the fact that there are real indications in this 
Diocese of an awakened and an increased interest in 
the cause of Church extension, and I could, if I were so 
disposed, point out a number of instances where in- 
dividuals and Parishes have made unexpected and gen- 
erous offerings for General Church Missions, and for 
work in our own particular field. We ought’to raise 
every dollar of our apportionment for Domestic and 
Foreign Missions, and we ought toincrease our Dio- 
cesan apportionment from $4,000 to $4,500 for the 
current year, whereby greater things may be planned 
and aimed at for the enlargement of our work. 


Iam deeply grateful to the Woman’s Auxiliary 
and the Junior Auxiliary of the Diocese for their co- 
operation and assistance, and for the continuance of 
the Bishop Williams’ Special, so helpful in reviving old 
Missions, and in opening up and sustaining new work. 


Itisa pleasure to say to this Council how valuable 
have been the assistance and services of the General 
Missionary, and to acknowledge the efficient and faith- 
ful way in which he has discharged the arduous duties 
of his position. He has relieved me of many cares, and 
has acceptably attended to many details of administra- 
tive work entrusted to him. In his own report he will 
tell you of what has been accomplished during the past 
year, but it is proper to say in this connection that I 
believe the time has come when it will be necessary to 
relieve him of a part of the missionary work under his 
charge, and confine his labors to the territory south of 
the Platte river. The work in that section of the Dio- 
cese is developing at.such a rate that in order to 
strengthen it and place it on a self sustaining basis it 
must be more carefully and vigorously administered. 
This will probably necessitate the placing of a District 
Missionary in the territory north of the Platte, where 
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there are already Mission services established in such 
towns as Madison, and where there are encouraging 
openings for the Church in two county seats, and sev- 
eral important centers of population. 


It may be asked, how is it possible for us to put 
another Missionary in the field, involving, as it would, 
an additional sum of $1,000 to meet the increased ex- 
pense? The way has been opened providentially by the 
action of three Missions in the South Platte country, 
two of which have been developed and built up by our 
General Missionary. I have written propositions from 
the Missions at Auburn, Fairbury and Tecumseh, that 
if I will continue the General Missionary in charge 
of the work in those places, giving each of them one 
Sunday in the month, and allowing him the balance of 
his time to the opening of new work in places like Heb- 
ron, that the $750 now paid to him by the Diocesan 
Mission Fund will be assumed by the people of the 
aforesaid Missions. This will set free that amount in 
the Mission Fund treasury, and, with an additional 
$250, will enable the Board of Missions to place a Dis- 
trict Missionary in the northern half of the Diocese. 
Thus the whole Diocese will be thoroughly and system- 
atically worked, and, with the blessing of God, the 
growth of the Chureh would be doubled. 


THE DIOCESAN APPORTIONMENT. 


It is unnecessary for your Coadjutor Bishop to 
enter into an extended discussion of the subject of the 
apportionment levied upon the congregations of the 
Diocese for our Mission work. For two years past the 
Council has, by formal resolution, adopted this 
method of raising the $4,000 needed to pay the stipends 
of our Missionary Clergy and to provide the salary of 
the General Missionary. While the apportionment, in 
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some cases, may have worked a little hardship for the 
time being, it has, on the whole, proved an unqualified 
success, and has enabled the Board of Missions to meet 
every obligation promptly and in a business like way. 
For two years we have been ‘‘doing things’’ in the 
Mission field, and not one congregation has suffered, 
spiritually or financially, because it has been called 
upon to pay more money for this extra parochial object. 
Not only are we sustaining all work heretofore under- 
taken, but we are adding new Missions which are 
already showing signs of vigorous life. More- 
over, we have to-day more Priests at work in the. Mis- 
sion field than in many years. Practically all our 
Mission stations are manned, and the encouraging re- 
ports of progress from all parts of the Diocese and the 
large number of confirmations, are the result in a 
great. measure of the successful application of the ap- 
portionment plan to our work of Church extension. 
And we must not take astep backward in the vig- 
orous prosecution of this, our first duty, the duty of ~ 
maintaining and extending the general Missionary 
work of the Church in this Diocese. On the contrary, 
we must push the work more vigorously and earnestly 
the coming year, and be ready with men and money to 
start services and establish Missions wherever there 
are providential and encouraging openings. Your 
Bishops and the Board of Missions will need and should 
have not less than $4,500 the coming year, and I trust 
this Council will heartily and unanimously take meas- 
ures to reaffirm a plan which has been proved to be 
practical, sensible, impartial and successful. 


THE YEAR’S WORK IN THE DIOCESE. 


With the growth of the Church in the Diocese nat- 
urally comes alike increase in the duties, the labors and 
the responsibilities of your Coadjutor Bishop. Muchas 
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I have been relieved from many duties by the services 
of the General Missionary, which I had attempted to 
fulfil before he entered upon his work, the most of his 
time has been properly and naturally devoted to the 
originating and developing of Mission work which I 
could not possibly undertake. 


The year has been a busy one and a satisfactory 
one and the Easter reports and the Parochial returns 
to this Council indicate spiritual and ‘temporal con- 
ditions in the congregations of the Diocese, which 
should call forth the expression of our heart’s deepest 
gratitude to God. 


It has been on the whole a pleasant and _satisfac- 
tory year of work. We have had no boom, nor do we 
want one, and no Parish or Mission can be singled out 
as regards a unique or extraordinary growth. It is 
steady, substantial progress all along the line. For ex- 
ample, there is a disposition noticeable in some of our 
congregations to surrender a part or the whole of their 
Missionary appropriations and thus enable the Board 
of Missions to use the money in other and more needy 
places. S. Andrew’s and S. John’s, Omaha, and S. 
Martin’s, South Omaha, are notable instances in point, 
having assumed entirely the obligation and privilege of 
self support. Such action on the part of congregations 
are real evidences of growth, and have been very grati- 
fying tome. May their tribe increase. 


Many improvements have been made during the 
year. At Auburn a beautiful stone font has been 
placed in the Church of the Ascension, and $171.50 
given towards the proposed Rectory. The good people 
of this Mission have pledged $300 towards the salary of 
the General Missionary. A memorial chancel chair 
has been presented to S. Thomas’ Church, Falls City. 
S. Stephen’s, Ashland, has built a cement walk on 
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the front and side streets of the property, and added 
many improvements to the Rectory. The new Rectory 
at Beatrice, built without any additional debt upon the 
property, is a most substantial structure, and rep- 
resents a valuation of about $4,500. The plans were 
drawn by the Rector, who also acted as the superin- 
tendent of construction. Christ Church, Central City. 
has been further improved this year by a new floor, 
new pews, pulpit, chancel chair, and credence. S. 
Mark’s, Creighton, has replaced the unsightly stoves 
with a new furnace. Trinity Memorial, Crete, has 
been equipped with electric lights. A new and com- 
modious Rectory, costing $2,500, at S. Thomas’, Falls 
City, adds greatly to the effectiveness of the work done 
in that progressive Parish. The Rectory at Trinity, 
Cedar Rapids, has been enlarged and improved at a cost 
of $600. S. James’, Fremont, has paid off its entire 
debt, and reshingled Church and Rectory. The people 
of the new Mission of Emmanuel Church, Fairbury, 
are rejoicing over the possession of a new Church 
home. After worshipping for months in a public hall, 
an old Church building and lot were purchased, the 
building was put in thorouch repair, and the interior 
remodeled to conform tothe purposes of sacramental 
worship. The altar, lecturn, prayer desk and pews 
formerly used in S. Augustine’s, Omaha, were given to 
the Mission, and friends of the work completed the fur- 
nishings by presenting an organ and altar service book. 
Here is a Mission only twenty months old, with a prop- 
erty worth at least $2,000 and about 40 communicants. 
A work unique in its growth and development, yet re- 
presenting what can be done in alesser degree, in other 
unoccupied towns in the Mission field. S. John’s 
Harvard, has raised the money for the purchase of 
lots next to the Church and is planning the erection of 
a Rectory. Holy Trinity, Lincoln, reduces its debt by 
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another $2,000 and has emerged from the darkness 
of financial perplexity into the sunlight of prosperity 
and hopefulness. The new S. Luke’s Church, Lincoln, 
complete in all its appointments, has received many 
beautiful gifts from friends interested in the double 
work it is now doing amongst the students of the State 
University and the people of North Lincoln. 


The interior of S. Mary’s Church, Nebraska City, 
has been renovated with admirable taste, and its at- 
tractiveness greatly increased. The Vestry room of S. 
Paul’s Church, Niobrara, has been enlarged into a fine 
Parish room 18 by 40 in size, and provided with chairs 
and other furnishings for the use of the Sunday School. 
Christ Church, Wyoming, has been thoroughly re- 
paired, and good congregations gather there regularly 
every other Sunday. Extensive improvements are be- 
ing made inthe choir and sanctuary of S. Peter’s, 
Neligh. Electric lights have been placed inthe Rectory 
of Trinity Church, Norfolk. Many improvements are 
being made to the lots and Church building of Grace 
Church, Hartington, and money is being raised to add 
to the Church building fund of S. Phillip’s, Randolph. 
All Saints, Omaha, is rejoicing in the gift of a Parish 
House by one of its generous laymen and his wife. 
Work is to begin as soon as the plans are approved by 
the Rector and Vestry, and the Parish will then have a 
building complete in all its appointments, which will 
furnish room for its Sunday School and all its Parochial 
activities. A large two manual pipe organ has been 
added to the equipment of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Omaha, together with other improvements of 
a substantial nature. Several beautiful memorial win- 
dows have been placed in S. Andrew’s Church, Omaha. 
The Clergy House adjoining S. John’s Church, Omaha, 
has been deeded by the Bishop to the Cathedral Chap- 
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ter in trust for that Parish. Extensive repairs and 
changes have been made in it at an expense of about 
$1,000 and it is now one of the best appointed Rectories 
in the Diocese. A new sweet toned pipe organ adds 
much to the richness and beauty of the services. The 
new Rectory of S. Philip the Deacon, Omaha, is a very 
comfortable and commodious structure, and harmonizes 
well with the architecture of the beautiful Church. 
The Church building of Holy Cross Mission, Papillion, 
has been moved from its old location where it had been 
badly damaged by the high waters of Papio Creek, to 
amore sightly location on higher ground, lots having 
been donated for that purpose. The Church is now be- 
ing repaired and improved and will be reopened for ser-_ 
vices in June. Through the kindness of the local lodge 
of the Knights of Pythias, the exterior of S. Stephen’s 
Church, Silver Creek, has been painted. At South 
Omaha, S. Martin’s has paid a liberal installment on its 
Rectory debt, and added several memorial windows and 
other gifts to the: Church. A new fence has been built 
around the property of S. Clement’s, the labor being 
donated by the men of the congregation. The interior 
of S. Edward’s, Albright, has been decorated and sev- 
eral additiors made to the chancel and altar furnish- 
ings. S. Luke’s, Wymore, has been much improved by 
the repapering of the interior, and new carpeting in 
vestry and vestibule. A processional cross has lately 
been presented to this Mission. 


These visible signs and tokens of progress in out- 
ward things ought to make us very grateful to Al- 
mighty God, for I am quite sure that they are an indica- 
tion of our progress in those inward and spiritual 
things of the Kingdom, for which we are striving. 
The note of hopefulness to be seen in almost every 
Parish and Mission. the large number of confirmations, 
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the largest since I became your Coadjutor Bishop, the 
better observance of the Lenten Season, and a 
larger average attendance at our services than in any 
preceding year, the throngs of communicants at our 
altars on Easter Day, should inspire us with con- 
fidence that our advance onward and upward is real and 
genuine, and that there will be no ‘“‘looking back- 
ward;’’ or loss of spiritual power. But in saying this, 
let us not lose sight of the fact that we-have fallen far 
short of what we might have accomplished, if the true 
motive and inspiration of our work had been steadily 
kept in sight, and the worldly, indifferent and selfish 
spirit resisted. To make the next year better than 
this, we must have more spirituality, more earnest- 
ness, more unselfishness in our work, and to acquire 
these virtues we must resolutely set our wills against 
anything which tends to lower the standard which all 
work for God requires. The ‘‘mind of Christ’’ is what 
we need in Bishops, Priests, Deacons, men, women 
and children alike, and ‘‘the mind of Christ’’ forms the 
strength of the Mission, the Parish, and the Diocese. 
And as we pass atthe close of this address to the 
special consideration of the burning and important sub- 
ject of the extension of our Holy. and. Apostolic 

Church in this Diocese, let us take up and close the 
discussion with the resolution to enter upon the new 
conciliar year with more of a spirit of consecration to 
the service of that Incarnate Lord, whose servants we 
are, and whose work we are commanded to do.

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F—Report. of the General Missionary. 


To the Right Rev. Bishop and the Council of the 
Diocese of Nebraska: 


In making his annual report the General Mission- 
ary would call your attention to the fact that only 
about three-fourths of his time is available for develop- 
ing the Missionary work of the Diocese. The balance 
of his time being required in Omaha in order to attend 
to.the duties of Secretary-Registrar and Clerk of the 
Cathedral Chapter, therefore for a more pérfect under- 
standing of how his time has been used the General 
Missionary would eall the attention of the Council to 
the reports of the Secretary-Registrar and Clerk of the 
Chapter. 


On all hands there is much to encourage and make 
my life pleasant and I hope auseful one. Ido not 
think I have accomplished all that might have been 
done by a more energetic and experienced man in this 
line of work, but I trust that what has been done will 
not have to be done over again. 


My idea has not. been to lengthen the cords until 
the stakes have been strenghtened: and in this idea of 
concentration I think I have been carriyng out the 
Bishop Coajdutor’s plan since his consecration. Hav- 
ing this idea before me I have continued the work that 
was commenced during the previous year. Since last 
Council I have had constant charge of the Missions at 
Auburn, Fairbury and Madison. 


The Church of the Ascension, Auburn, continues 
to carry out our prophecy of a year ago. The congre- 
gation is faithful in all their duties; all demands of a 
financial character have been discharged with apparent 
willingness and at the Bishop’s last visit they voluntar- 
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ily pledged $850 towards the General Missionary’s 
salary for the coming year, and this for one Sunday 
and one week day service in each month. 


From the very first it seemed to me that a Rec- 
tory was absolutely essential before a resident Priest 
could be appointed and as there were no other demands 
upon the congregation the Easter offering amounting 
to $171.50 was set aside as a sinking fund for that pur- 
pose; all the people seem to concur in this idea and 
some are even planning for an immediate effort in the 
matter. Four persons have been confirmed, and a 
number of persons are manifesting a great deal of in- 
terest and there are good prospects for a class in the 
early fall. The Rev. H. B. Smith held a week’s Mis- 
sion at Auburn and a great deal of credit is due him, 
as a deepened spirituality is noticeable since that time, 
and I sincerely hope that I may be able to secure his 
services during the coming year for more than one mis- 
sion. 


Emmanuel Mission, Fairbury, is well known to 
most of you and has been referred to by the Bishop in 
his address. During the past year the Mission has de- 
' veloped by leaps and bounds. An old church building © 
recently bought has been renovated inside and out, and 
for the past two months services have been held in it. 
The congregation is increasing. Last Sunday there 
were twenty out atthe early service and fifty and 
eighty-two at the eleven and eight o’clock services 
respectively. Fifteen persons have been baptized dur-— 
ing the year making a total of forty-one since the first 
service held in 1908. Thirteen were confirmed which 
brings the total to thirty-four in the past eighteen 
months. There are thirty-five families that are on my 
visiting list who are attending the services and speak 
of the Church as ‘‘our Church.’’ And all this had its 
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beginning in a town where twenty-two months ago 
there were only six communicants. 


At Madison the development if not quite so 
marked, is just as permanent. The services are held 
in the:G. A. R. hall and the congregations have never 
averaged less than thirty-five, although there were 
only eight communicants found at the beginning. 
Since then five persons have been confirmed and al- 
though two of the original eight have moved away 
there are now sixteen communicants enrolled, besides 
two who have affiliated with the sects and nine who live 
at Humphrey, eleven miles south. Eight persons have 
been baptized and the number of interested persons in- 
creases every,month. 


It is surely the Church’s harvest time and I wish I 
could take you tosome ofthe places where a little 
money and labor expended would soon develop Missions — 
similar to those I have mentioned. The wall of pre- 
judice which has been guarding the Church from 
invasion by the masses is gradually but surely being 
torn down, and when this takes place it will only 
require loving attention and faithful instruction in 
Truth to draw them to our most -Holy Church. 
The manly, straightforward position of the Church 
in regard to civil and social questions, her digni- 
fied worship and beautiful ritual, together with the 
historic and definite faith, once for all delivered to 
the saints, does appeal to the thoughtful, unprejudiced 
mind. 


But to continue my report: By authority of Bishop 
Williams, I have several times visited York, Harvrad, 
Crete, DeWitt, Tecumseh, Randolph and Hartington, 
in order to{prepare the way- for the appointment and 
reception of a Priest. In each case appointments have 
been made and I hope that the work was made easier 
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by the visits. of the General Missionary. It seems im- 
possible to make a report of the work like mine with- 
out appearing egotistical. Therefore, without mention- 
ing further details, I will close by calling your 
attention to the following summary taken from my 
note book and which may be of interest to the mem- 
bers of the Council.

The above report shows that the Hospital is still 
doing a large amount of work, though it is, as yet, 
with a small building and many inconveniences. 


More patients have been admitted than ever be- 
fore; more operations have been performed; there has 
been a larger income, and more days of charity have 
been given. The pressing need of larger quarters 
and greater conveniences grows more apparent every 
month. 


No additions or improvements have been begun 
because we are hoping to make them more extensive 
than were at first contemplated. The children’s ward 
has been well filled and many lives have undoubtedly 
been saved by our treatment and care. Among the many 
interesting cases is that of a young boy who came 
over a year ago, to have his leg amputated. His leg 
has been saved and by a little further treatment he 
may not even be lame. 


We hope our friends will remember that we are ~ 
not only willing, but anxious to care for sick child- 
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ren. That is now, as it was originally, the primary 
work of the Hospital. 


The Harvest Home offerings of fruit, vegetables 
and groceries, as well as the annual boxes of linen, 
have been unusually large and valuable. All were 
thoroughly enjoyed and appreciated and they also 
helped very materially to reduce the expenses of the 
Hospital.
